Ccntmies  ago  liardcnded  liands  of 
toil  were  plied  in  the  \’ast  marble 
fields  of  ltal\  to  bring  forth  the  huge 
blocks  of  stone,  w bile  the  deft  fingers 
and  keen  perceptive  powers  of  the 
sculptiirrd  masters  transformed  the 
siiuare  bulks  into  w;irm,  lifelike  re- 
semblances of  the  saints.  T hese  in- 
deed were  the  works  of  true  art  and 
rightfully  do  tbe_v  grace  the  magnif- 
icent \Tatican  at  Rome.  In  like  man- 
ner has  the  donor  of  the  Alary  Int- 
maculate  statue  sought  those  fruitful 
fields  of  Ital\  and  today  that  statue, 
which  enhances  our  humble  campus, 
reflects  all  of  Rome’s  artistry. 

A fitting  day  saw  its  dedication. 

( )n  December  7,  the  eve  of  the  Im- 
maculate Conception,  we  receiv'cd  our 
first  glimpse  of  the  statue  of  Alarv 
AVords  fail  us  in  our  attempt  to  de- 
scribe the  delicate  features  carved  in 
the  stone.  So  lifelike,  so  real  is  the 
represetitation  that  one  feels  Alary’s 
very  {vri’jfuce,  when  <me  is  about  the 
statue.  The  sun  shone  in  all  its  bril- 
liancy, as  if  heralding  Alary  the 
Queen  of  Heaven.  A serene  autumnal 
breeze  blowed  the  heads  of  the  flow'ers 
decked  about  the  statue.  All  the  stu- 
dent sodalists  of  Alary  gathered  at  her 
beautiful  shrine.  The  students,  in 
joyful  strains,  sang  paens  of  praise, 
which  reverberated  o\  er  the  undulat- 
ing hills  and  vales.  After  the  cere- 
mony all  retired  to  the  chapel  where 
Alary’s  Son  showered  down  His  bless- 
ings in  Holy  Benediction. 

AV  e are  first  attracted  by  the  pure 
whitness  of  the  statue,  which  is  so 
symbolic  of  Alary’s  purity,  her  crown- 
ing virtue.  It  is  almost  life  size  and 
is  mounted  on  an  imposing  pedestal 
almost  directly  in  front  of  the  chapel, 
the  abode  of  Her  Divine  Son.  Alas- 
sive  oaks  stand  as  her  guardians,  while 
clouds  abo\’e  form  her  mantle  of  pro- 
tection. It  is  situated  in  the  very 
center  of  the  campus,  eiiuldlstant  from 
each  boundary.  And  as  she  graces 
that  novel  position,  so  must  she  be 
the  center  of  our  thoughts,  desires, 
and  inclinations,  for  if  we  do  make 
her  such,  then  w’hen  eternal  sleep  en- 
folds us,  we  will  be  numbered  among 


the  children  of  Alary;  for  “no  one 
ever  had  recourse  to  her  protection. 
Implored  her  help  or  sought  her  inter- 
cession, without  obtaining  help.” 

Let  us  then  havt  recf)urse  to  Alary 
Immaculate,  the  patroness  of  Loyola. 
Pay  homage  to  her  shrine,  visit  it 
daily  and  pray  to  her  in  God’s  own 
garden.  Let  us  associate  all  our  ac- 
tions with  Alary  and  surely  success 
will  be  ours.

LECTION BEGINNING 

TO  ARRIVE 

T he  AA  orthington  natural  history 
collection  is  being  slowly  received  by 
the  college.  The  collection  Is  so  large 
and  so  many  articles  are  so  delicate 
that  it  will  take  considerable  time  to 
pack  it  safely.  Air.  AATrthington  is 
devoting  most  of  his  time  to  it  and 
expects  to  deliver  all  of  it  to  the  cf)l- 
lege  before  tlie  first  of  the  year.  Aluch 
of  it  has  already  been  received  and  it 
is  declared  by  Father  Ooghe  to  be  one 
of  the  finest  collections  of  its  kind  in 
the  country. 

The  collection  wall  not  be  unpacked 
until  its  permanent  resting  place  is 
ready.  T'his  will  be  the  Library  in 
the  new  main  building,  which  will 
soon  be  under  wav.  Here  it  will 
be  properly  arranged  in  glass  cases 
In  order  to  be  seen  by  anyone  inter- 
ested. Special  cases  will  be  made 
for  the  more  delicate  specimens,  such 
qs  the  skeleton  0+  the  mouse.  T his 
was  so  delicate  that  Air.  AA^orthing- 
ton  brought  it  out  himself.  Among 
the  articles  already  received  are  stuffeil 
birds,  specimens  In  solution,  skulls, 
Indian  relics,  minerals,  curios,  bush 
coral,  stuffed  fish  and  manv  others. 

Air.  AA’  orthington,  who  is  also  a 
prominent  magician,  is  \ery  fond  of 
his  collection,  which  was  begun  by 
his  father  in  1888.  .-Anxious  to  ha\e 
the  collection  preserved  and  the  mom- 
ory  of  his  father  perpetuated,  he  pre- 
sented it  to  the  college,  w here  it  will 
he  a source  of  Instruction  and  knowl- 
edge to  man}'  and  a valued  posession 
forever. 


AAM.  “BILL”  SCHUERHOLZ 

Fifteen  years  ago  AA’illiam  Schuer- 
holz  first  turned  his  efforts  to  further 
de\elop  basket-ball  at  Lo}ola.  Back 
in  1911  “Bill”  began  a coaching  ca- 
reer, which  during  the  course  of  years 
has  been  studdied  with  stars  of  victory. 
The  year  of  1912  saw  the  team  launch 
on  a campaign  which  netted  them  the 
State  Championship.  They  main- 
tained this  during  the  battles  of  the 
next  five  seasons  until  1916.  From 
that  year  they  have  been  runner-up 
hut  lacked  the  punch  to  keep  in  the 
lead  until  the  end.  In  1918  he  also 
took  over  the  duties  as  the  High 
School  coach.  He  captured  the  State 
Championship  In  1918  and  1922.  His 
team  also  won  the  South  Atlantic 
Interscholastic  C’hampionship  in  1922. 
He  has  coached  profesisonal  teams  in 
this  city  for  the  last  five  \ears. 

The  success  with  which  his  teams 
have  been  covered  is  due  to  his  coacli- 
ing  abilit}'.  His  knowledge  of  the 
game  and  his  discretion  in  picking 
the  right  men  have  enabled  him  to

nt  country  .ihundance,  m this  season  of  overtlowing  larders.  A distinguished 
post  w .IS  allotted  to  ‘ancient  sirhein."  as  mine  host  termed  it;  heinw.  as  he 
aiidei  1.  “the  ''tniiiliird  ot  ( .Id  English  hospitality,  and  a joint  of  gjoodh  presence, 
and  full  of  expectation.”  I'here  were  several  dishes  quaintly  decorated,  and 
which  had  evidently  something  traditional  in  their  embellishments;  hut  about 
w hich,  as  I did  not  like  to  appear  over-curious,  1 asked  no  questions. 

I could  not,  however,  but  notice  a pie,  magnificently  decorated  with  pea- 
cock’s feathers,  an  imitation  of  the  tail  of  that  bird,  which  over-shadowed  a 
considerable  tract  of  the  table.

Having  raised  it  to  his 
lips,  w ith  a hearty  \vish  of  a merri'  Christmas  to  all  present,  he  sent  it  brimming 
round  the  board,  for  everyone  to  follow  his  example,  according  to  the  primitive 
style;  pronouncing  it  “the  ancient  fountain  of  good  feeling,  where  all  hearts 
met  together.”

It  may  he  of  interest  to  many 
alumni  to  know  that  there  is  in  exist- 
ence a pictorial  record  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  It  may  be  found  in 
Father  Ziegler’s  office.  It  embraces 
the  portraits  of  the  presidents  in  the 
order  of  tiieir  terms,  photographs  and 
woodcuts  of  outstanding  develop- 
ments in  the  history  of  Loyola  and 
monthly  features  of  the  college.  We 
End  that  tlie  first  building  occupied 
by  Loyola  College  was  on  flolliday 
Strept  in  th.it  part  which  is  now  the 
Lity  Ffall  Plaza.  It  was  a modest 
three-story  structure  with  sloping  roof 
broken  by  dormer  windows  and  stout- 
ly put  up  in  the  style  of  resident 
dwellings  common  to  the  last  cen- 
tury. It  was  respectably  situated, 
but  we  learn  from  notes  that  there 
was  among  our  neighbors  a goodly 
number  of  Know-Nothings.”  The 
students  were  asked  to  pay  “a  fee  of 
two  dollars  for  fuel  during  winter 
season.”  T heir  hours  extended  from 
9 o’clock  in  the  morning  until  5 in 
the  afternoon  with  a recc.ss  of  two 
hours  at  noon.  ■-  * ,• 

T he  next  site  was  that  of  the  pres- 
ent high  school.  This  was  chosen 
from  among  three  locations  that  \iere 
offered  the  faculti'.  (Jne  ^vas  at  St. 
Paul  and  Chase  Streets  and  another 
at  Cathedral  and  Richmond  Streets. 
T he  new  college  was  opened  in  Febru- 
ary 22,  1855,  and  was  used  for  the 
two-fold  purpose  of  serving  as  class 
rooms  and  also  as  a place  of  worship. 
Mass  was  said  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  school  until  St.  Ignatius  was  com- 
pleted in  .August,  185o.  In  that  year 
the  students  numbered  one  hundred 
and  fift\ -seven.  It  is  recorded  fhaf 
“the  pupils  will  not  be  allowed  in  the 
street  about  the  college,  they  must  not 
assemble  before  the  hours  of  class  and 
they  must  withdraw  as  soon  as  class 
is  over.” 

F rom  1855  to  1921  a span  of  sixty- 
six  years  the  college  remained  in  the 
one  location.  From  the  Calvert 
Street  buildnig  must  Lovida  men  went 
forth.  \\  ith  a sudden  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  following  the  war 
there  vv  .is  need  of  a larger  college. 
T he  facultv  chose  the  present  site  at 
Evergreen  with  its  extensive  outlav  of 
ground  in  ineference  to  the  property 
that  had  been  offered  .at  L niveisitv 
Parkwav.  T'wo  magnilicent  build- 
ings are  alreadv  completed  and  we 
find  plans  fvn'  an  elaborate  group 
which  promise  to  make  Lovola  I'lie  ot 
the  most  favorable  situated  ccdleges 
in  the  countrv.
